Keeping Powder 
Dry Is One Essential 
of Existence 


Only yesterday the American 


people had a firm belief that the 
surest way to keep the peace was 
the one prescribed by the 
frontiersman: Be alert—and 
keep your powder dry. 


Teddy Roosevelt put it this 


way: Tread softly but carry a big 
stick. Whatever the phrasing, 
pioneer Americans believed the 
only effective way to protect a 
rich and desirable land was the 
ultimate use of force. 


But our generation has come 


up with a split decision. Today 
millions of Americans believe— 
or at least say they believe—the 
national safety can be guaran- 
teed by conversation that is not 
backed up by adequate arms. 


"Maybe we can talk the other 


guy out of the notion of war," 
seems to be our way of thinking. 
The hard facts of the world of 
1971 would seem to smash this 
delusion forever. 


The United Nations was 


supposed to be a sanctuary 
where all nations might talk out 
their problems and avoid war- 
fare. But through the years the 
United Nations has turned out to 
be a bitter disappointment—a 
place where little countries do a 
lot of talking while the countries 
with population and arms go the 
way they please, just as they did 
before the United Nations idea 
was dreamed up. 


Currently we have potential 


wars on three fronts: Israeli vs. 
the Arabs in the Middle East; 
India versus Pakistan—and 
strong hints of a future fight 
between Russia and China. 


If the United States should 


suddenly find itself involved in 
any of these difficulties which 
would you put your money on— 
debate, or a well-stocked ar- 
senal?

Child Care Bill Sent to 
Nixon, Veto Considered

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon faced a choice to- 
day that he had tried to avoid: 
whether to sign or veto a bill 
that would establish a $2-billion 
child-development program. 


The House passed the bill, 210 


to 186, Tuesday and sent it to 
the White House despite an in- 
tensive lobbying effort by the 
administration to defeat it. 


Conservative Republicans are 


adamantly opposed to the bill, 
which would provide com- 
prehensive day-care services to 
children of working mothers, 
and have publicly demanded 
Nixon veto it. 


Women's organizations, la- 


bor, 
civil-rights and church 


groups are equally vocal 
praising the bill. 


Gerald R Ford, hoping to build 
a solid party front against the 
bill so it would never reach 
Nixon's desk, told a Republican 
caucus just before Tuesday's 
vote that a veto was certain if 
the House passed it. 
White 


House aides carried the same 
message. 


Nevertheless, 31 Republicans 


joined 179 Democrats in pas- 
sing the bill, a compromise be-

House versions. Voting against 
it were 134 Republicans and 52

Indian Forces Hearing 
East Pakistan Capital, 
UN Calls for Ceasefire 


UN Unlikely to Get 
Answer to Ceasefire 


UNITED 
NATIONS, N.Y. 


(AP) — The U.N. General As- 
sembly called Tuesday night 
for a speedy end to the fighting 
between India and Pafetan 
and a political settlement in 
East Pakistan. It seemed un- 
likely to get either. 


The assemgly adopted a reso- 


lution calling on both countries 
for 
an immediate 
cease-fire 


and withdrawal of their armed 
forces behind their own bor- 
ders. The resolution also said 
"an 
early 
political solution 


would be necessary" to get the 
East Pakistani refugees back 
home. 


The resolution was sponsored 


by 33 of the United Nations' 131 
members and got an over- 
whelming vote of 104-11, with 10 
nations abstaining, one not par- 
ticipating and five absent. 


Indian and Pakistani repre- 


sentatives said their countries 
would not abide by the resolu- 
tion. 


The assembly adopted the 


cease-fire resolution after the 
Soviet Union, supporting India, 
vetoed two similar resolutions 
in the Security Council, and the 
council rejected a Soviet resolu- 
tion calling for a political set- 


tlement in East Pakistan. 


The assembly resolution was 


a slight revision of the second 
one the Soviet Union had ve- 
toed in the council. 


A paragraph was inserted ur- 


ging 
"that 
every 
effort 
be 


made to safeguard the lives 
and well-being of the civilian 
population in the area of the 
conflict." This was requested 
by Secretary-General U Thant. 


Another 
paragraph 
was 


added calling upon the Security 
Council "to take appropriate 
action 
in the 
light of 
the 


present resolution." But with 
the Soviet Union backing India 
and the Chinese Communists 
supporting Pakistan, the coun- 
cil is deadlocked and nobody 
expects it to meet on the issue 
soon. 


The votes against the assem- 


bly resolution were cast by the 
Soviet Union and eight of its 
Communist allies—Byelorussia, 
the Ukraine, Bulgaria, Czech- 
oslovakia, 
Hungary, 
Poland, 


Mongolia and Cuba—plus India 
and Bhutan. 


The abstainers were Britain, 


France, Denmark, Afghanistan, 
Singapore, Nepal, Oman, Ma- 
lawi, Senegal and Chile.

NEW DELHI (AP) - 
India 


claimed today that its forces 
were only 28 miles from Dacca. 
East Pakistan's 
capital, but 


said Pakistan's army was hold- 
ing on to a large section of the 
vital Chhamb sector in Kash- 
mir. 


A 
government 
spokesman 


said fighting was still going on 
in the Chhamb region, where 
Indian troops were pushed back 
to defensive positions Tuesday. 


"This is a pretty big attack," 


he said. "The Pakistanis have 
thrown more than an infantry 
division and three armored bri- 
gades into the attack." 


The Pakistanis appeared to 


be trying to cut New Delhi's 
only road link with Srinagar, 
the capital of Kashmir. The 
highway is west of Chhamb. 


In East Pakistan, the drive 


toward Dacca is headed by 
three infantry columns moving 
from the east, south and west, 
a spokesman for the Eastern 
Military Command said in Cal- 
cutta. 


He said Indian troops had ad- 


vanced to the banks of the 
Meghna River at Daudkandi, 28 
miles southeast of Dacca, while 
the other units were moving to- 
ward the capital from Jessore, 
the army headquarters town 
which the Indians say they cap- 
tured on Tuesday. 


Jessore is 80 miles southwest 


of Dacca. 


The spokesman in Calcutta 


said Indian troops also had iso- 
lated Pakistani troops at Com- 
ilia, 50 miles southeast of Dac- 
ca. 


Newsmen were still barred 


from the battlefronts, and there 
was no way to confirm or dis- 
prove the official reports. 


A government spokesman in 


New Delhi described Pakistani 
resistance 
throughout 
East 


Pakistan as "moderate to stiff, 
but when we lean on them, they 
just seem to give up." 


The advancing Indians have 


not met any major resistance 
in the southeastern section of 
the province around Comilla, 
he said, but heavy fighting is 
going on to clear the Pakistani 
army cantonment at Comilla. 


In the southeastern delta re- 


gion, he added, the Indians 
have reached the port of Chan- 
dpur, on the water route to 
Dacca.

Puge Two 
Would Limit 
War Power 
of President

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee has set the stage for an- 
other far-ranging foreign-policy 
debate with a bill to limit the 
president's authority to commit 
U.S. forces to war without con- 
gressional approval. 


The bill, approved by a 1W> 


vote Tuesday, limits such au- 
thority to 30 days and to cases 
of an enemy attack on the 
United States or its armed 
forces, "to forestall the direct 
and imminent threat of such an 
attack" and to protect evac- 
uating U.S. citizens who are un- 
der attack. 


The measure is opposed by 


the Nixon administration. One 
senior committee member says 
it could produce a debate to 
rival that in the mid-1950s when 
the Senate barely defeated an 
effort to curb treaty powers 
through the Bricker amend- 
ment. 


"I am pessimistic about its 


becoming law," Sen. George D. 
Aiken, R-Vt., told reporters. 
The debate will come next 
yew.

he was disturbed by language 
about (forestalling "the direct 
and imminent threat of an at- 
tack," contending this could 
give a president new power to 
launch a first strike against a 
potential enemy.

Injunction Right for 
U.S. Agencies Upheld

bits federal courts from enjoin- 
ing state court proceedings but 
the Supreme Court ruled in 1967 
that the statute did not apply 
when the government, acting 
through the attorney general, 
was requesting the injunction.

Bayh protested Tuesday that

Can't Bargain for 
Retired Employes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court ruled 6 to 1 to- 
day that unions cannot force 
management to bargain on ben- 
efits for retired employes. 


The National Labor Relations 


Board had ruled in 1969 that 
unions could insist, as a matter 
of law, that manaement nego- 
tiate benefits for retired work- 
ers. 


The case directly affects only 


190 retired employes in Ohio 
but labor lawyers said earlier a 
Supreme Court ruling over- 
turning the 
NLRB decision 


could affect millions of work- 
ingmen and perhaps lead to 
disappearance of countless oth- 
er subjects from labor-manage- 
ment bargaining tables. 


The high court's ruling af- 


firmed a decision last June 10 
by the U.S. Circuit Court in 
Cincinnati. The only dissenting 
vote was cast by Justice Wil- 
liam 0. Douglas. No reason 
was given for his dissent. 


The case dates back to 1965 


when federal Medicare was 
enacted and Local 1 of the Al- 
lied 
Chemical 
Workers of 


America, AFL-CIO, asked the 
Pittsburgh Plate Glass Co. to 
renegotiate medical benefits for 
its 190 retired employes. 


Pittsburgh Plate at that time 


was under a 1964 agreement 
and 
was contributing $2 a 


month to the medical insurance 
premium of the retired work- 
ers. 


Rather than bargain with the 


union, the company offered to 
pick up $3 monthly Medicare 
supplemental subscription costs 
for retired workers who would 
drop out of the company medi- 
cal insurance plans. Fifteen ac- 
cepted the offer. 


The union complained the 


company was guilty of unlawful 
refusal to bargain and the 
NLRB agreed. The appeals 
court then reversed the Labor 
Board's decision, barred en- 
forcement of the board's order 
that the company take back 
unilateral benefit changes and 
held that retired workers are 
not employes as defined by the 
National Labor Relations Act. 
Extension of 
Sales Tax 
Ruled Legal 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Deputy 


Atty. Gen. Rodney Parham up- 
held today the constitutionality 
of the 1971 law extending the 
sales tax to the performance of 
certain services, such as re- 
pairs. 


Parham "s opinion went to 


state Rep. James E. Harris of 
Judsonia, who questioned wheth- 
er the act constituted "discrim- 
ination among professions." 


"Under this act, a few pro- 


fessions while engaged in their 
livelihood, are penalized and 
burdened in competition by hav- 
ing to add this gross receipt tax 
to their services, while other 
professions do not," Harris wrote 
in his request for the opinion. 
"Yet, many of these services 
are almost idential, both in na- 
ture and substance." 


Parham said the state Su- 


preme Court had held early that 
a constitutional requirement of 
equality and uniformity In the 
taxing of property did not apply 
to privilege or excise taxes. He 
said the sales tax was a privi- 
lege or exciitf tax.

with whom on 


December 7th, 1941 as the attack 
was announced to the world on 
the air waves. 


Using as his subject "I Shall 


Never Forget That Day" Mr. 
McKinney recounted some of his 
personal experiences and some 
of the things that happened on 
"That Day". For a time after the 
attack in which 2,318 Americans 
were killed Mr. McKinney was 
listed as missing in action. 


When the attack was over only 


a few small craft were left afloat 
in the harbor, among them the 
one on which Mr. McKinney 


iserved. After burying the dead 
and ministering to the wounded a 
Vesper Service was held on 
board and in the words of Mr. 
McKinney, he was drawn closer 
to the Lord than he had ever been 
before. 


In the months following Mr. 


McKinney was twice wounded in 
different actions. After the 
second injury he was returned to 
the States. "When my ship 
docked in San Francisco," said 
Mr. McKinney, I actually kissed 
the soil upon which I stood. It 
tasted real good." 


In concluding Mr. McKinney 


said, "I am proud of America. I 
love her. With her faults, she is 
the greatest country in the world. 
On this December 7th, 19711 urge 
you to remember those who gave 
their lives and to pray earnestly 
for our Country. May we each 
strive to be a better witness for 
our God and our Country."

'Strep7 Throat 
Needs Good Care 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Would 


sou tell me if scarlet fever 
is the same as a strep throat 
and if the rash that develops 
will scale and the scales can 
five it to another person? 
Today scarlet fever isn't so 
dangerous as it was 40 and 
50 years ago. 


Dear Reader — A "strep 


throat" means an infection 
of the throat with bacteria 
called streptococcus. 
There 


are several types of bacteria 
in this group. The toxin or 
poison formed by some types 
of these bacteria makes a 
person ill. One manifesta- 
tion of the illness can be the 
rash of scarlet fever. Thus 
the only difference between 
some forms of strep infec- 
tion and scarlet fever is the 
rash. The same streptococ- 
cus infection is just as con- 
tagious with or without the 
i ash. Rheumatic fever fol- 
lowed by rheumatic heart 
disease and kidney disease 
can be a complication of 
"strep" infections. 


You are r i g h t , scarlet 


fever isn't so dangerous now 


as it once was nor nearly so 
common. Forty years ago 
we didn't have sulfa drugs, 
penicillin or a host of other 
antibiotics that control or 
eliminate streptococcal in- 
fections. 


All "strep" throats should 


be treated to prevent the 
likelihood of s u b s e q u e n t 
problems, 
including 
heart 


disease. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—I am a 


10th grader and I am inter- 
ested in the human heart 
and its many functions. One 
thing puzzles me. Will the 
human heart b u r n if the 
body is burned, such as in 
cremation? I have tried to 
look it up in various heart 
books and encyclopedias but 
no answer to my question.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. 


John Ashbrook thinks the no- 
tion that he could win the presi- 
dency from Richard Nixon bor- 
ders on the absurd. But he is 
considering an attempt any- 
way. 


Influence, not ouster, would 


be the goal of a presidential- 
primary challenge to Nixon, a 
course being urged on Ash- 
brook by 
a group of con- 


servative leaders. 


The six-term Ohio Republican 


plans to announce next week 
whether he will attempt to take 
votes from Nixon in order to 
get a better hearing for the 
conservative viewpoint at the 
White House. 


"It's the only thing the Presi- 


dent will listen to," Ashbrook 
said Tuesday as news of the 
conservative push broke. 


In Ashbrook, the 
would-be 


candidate-makers have found a 
congressman who has gathered 
seniority while working quietly 
in the House, but who has 
earned a national reputation 
among conservatives. All at 43 
years of age. 


"Politically, my inclination is 


to do it," he said. "Personally, 
my inclination is not to do it." 


Politically, Ashbrook brings 


staunch conservative creden- 
tials to the fray and a well- 
known opposition to some Nix- 
on policies. 


He came to Congress from 


the rural 17th District of Ohio, 
bringing with him a Harvard 
education, a law degree from 
Ohio State and the experience 
of two terms in the state legis- 
lature. 


Ashbrook served as chairman 


of the American Conservative 
Union for five years, was a 
member • of the steering com- 
mittee of the Committee of One 
Million Against the Admission 
of Red China to the United Na- 
tions. 


He is ranking Republican on 


the House Internal Security 
Committee and is No. 2 Re- 
publican on the House Educa- 
tion and Labor Committee. 


Ashbrook still lives in his 


hometown of Johnstown about 
20 miles from Columbus where 
one brother runs the bank and 
the other an insurance agency. 


He is a Baptist who does not 


smoke and whose alcoholic in- 
take amounts to an occasional 
beer. He has a reputation for a 
grueling schedule and keeps of- 
fice hours in his district on Fri- 
day and Saturday. 


If he runs, he will not stop 


with the New Hampshire pri- 
mary. 


"It will take more than New 


Hampshire to make the point," 
Ashbrook said, listing the Flori- 
da primary and possibly those 
in Illinois and California. 


Success in New Hampshire, 


he said, would be 12 to 18 per 
cent of the vote. But whatever 
the outcome,! "I don't think my 
next address will be 1600 Penn- 
sylvania Ave."

Burger Urges 
National 
Prison Reform 


WILLIAMSBURG. Va. < A P ) 
The National Conference on 


Corrections has been urged by 
Chief Justice Warren Burger to 
concentrate 
on 
problems of 


prison 
reform 
that 
can 
be 


solved rather than to seek a 
cure-all. 


••Because of the 
terrifying 


magnitude of the problem," 
Burger told the gathering Tues- 
day night, "I hope the confer- 
ence will find a way to identify 
just a few of the most urgent 
but solvable problems and ad- 
dress themselves to those at 
once. 


"If we try to solve all the 


problems, we will solve none. 
We must be content with mod- 
est progress 
and small vic- 


tories." 


The chief justice called the 


decision of President Nixon and 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell to 
establish a National Corrections 
Academy to train prison per- 
sonnel perhaps "one of the 
milestones in American correc- 
tional history." 


Burger said the problems of 


prison reform which require 
prompt attention are: 


—The creation of institutions 


to provide an environment in 
which hope can survive. 


—Carefully 
selected 
and 


trained prison personnel moti- 
vated in their tasks and ade- 
quately compensated. 


—Better classification to sep- 


arate the incorrigibles. 


—A balanced program of pro- 


ductive work with intensive 
basic and vocational education 
and recreation. 


The chief justice said prison 


literacy figures were enough to 
make him wish that every sen- 
tence could provide for release 
when the prisoner had learned 
to read and write, perform 
simple arithmetic and develop 
basic skills salable on the out- 
side. 


"We should develop sentenc- 


ing techniques to impose a sen- 
tence so that an inmate can lit- 
erally learn his way out of pris- 
on as we now try to let him 
earn his way out with good be- 
havior," he said. 


Burger said public support is 


a must to help to solve the 
problems of prisons and prison 
administration.1 


"The law will define legal 


duties but I confess I have 
more faith in what a moral 
commitment of the American 
people can accomplish than I 
have in what can be done by 
the compulsion of judicial de- 
crees," he said.

by agents of the Internal Reve- 
nue Service. 


This arrangement was hand- 


ed to the Pay Board by Ihe 
Cost of Living Council before 
the end of the wage freeze. 


A Pay Board source said that 


the board 
Tuesday 
received 


three different proposals from 
its staff. The toughesl of Ihe 
three would require that the 
Pay Board approve in advance 
any agreement exceeding the 
board's guideline that raises 
shouldn't be more than 5.5 per 
cent a year. Another staff sug- 
gestion would require that such 
above-guideline wage increases 
be reported to the board, the 
source said.

MEXICO CITY (AP) - The 


idea seemed 
simple enough. 


Get a bunch of grub, a few pots 
and some other gear together 
and walk over the route Hernan 
Cortes followed when he sel out 
from Veracruz for Mexico City 
on his epic trek of conquest. 


But 
a 
lesson 
has 
been 


learned. A man born and raised 
on 
the streets of Brooklyn 


should have his head examined 
first. 


Cortes started his prepara- 


tions more than 400 years ago 
in Cuba, looking around for 
junk like ships, guns, 
food, 


sails, carpenters and other odds 
and ends. 


But me, a son of the streets 


who suddenly decided to be a 
great adventurer, I prepared in 
a differenl way. I needed bu- 
tane gas for my fancy cigarette 
lighter. I needed hiking boots, 
waterproof boots, streel shoes, 
sneakers, sandals and bedroom 
slippers. Somone suggested I 
carry a three-foot machete. A 


uuy ran yet hurt with a thing 
like that. 


I had to worry about things 


r.irtvs never thought of. Like 
dress shirts, jackets, sweaters, 
raincoat, gloves and a nice tie 
in case someone invited me in 
(or dinner during the 300-mile 
walk from Veracruz to Mexico 
City. 


Then there was a gas stove 


with a tank that weighed 23 
pounds that I had to buy and a 
five-cell flashlight in case the 
under water light I brought 
didn't work. I also packed four 
kinds of rope and line including 
a piece of hawser that Cortes 
could have used to tie up his 
whole fleet. I had about a qar- 
ter-mile hunk of this, difficult 
to pack in a small bag. 


My 
13-year-old 
son, 
John, 


who has 
lived 
in Montana, 


showed much more sense and 
had all his necessities 
in a 


small back pack that weighed 
only about 20 pounds. 


When all my stuff was loaded 


in duffle bags, canvas sacks, 
carboard boxes and sprawled 
loose on the sidewalk waiting for 
the taxi to take us to the train 
station, the overall weight was 
almost enough to sink any of 
the three ships Cortes began 
with. 


"Sure you don't want to take 


the 
portable 
television," 


quipped my son with a mis- 
chievious grin. 


"No, so. I'm gonna rough it 


like Cortes," I replied ignoring 
his sarcasm. 


Boarding the train to Vera- 


cm/ I know now I must have 
resembled ;i one-man hippie sa

tripping 
to never-never 


land Porters, instead of offer- 
ing to help, stared in amaze- 
ment and whispered to each 
other. 


•Who is the crazy gringo in 


knickers who looks like Cor- 
tes0" a railroad employe asked 
a station policeman. 


After arriving at Veracruz, a 


fleet of taxis transported me to 
the bus depot. Half the passen- 
gers on the bus had to be put 
off because it took 21 first-class 
tickets to accommodate me and 
my gear. 


I made it to Antigua, the 


starting point, and spent the 
night spread out in three rooms 
of a local hotel. 


The next morning, a Sunday, 


I was able to locate a herd of 
mules that had the day off, and 
began 
the 
new conquest of 


Mexico full of vigor and ex- 
citement. 


Three weary hours later, at a 


little pueblo down the road 
about five miles, I laid in the 
street completely exhausted 
squashing 
a 
large 
bag 
of 


marshmallows I had tied to my 
back pack. 


The townspeople were most 


helpful after they quit laughing 
and had thrown special herbs 
into the air to fight off evil 
spirits. Explaining what I was 
attempting to do didn't help the 
situation any.

One of the most interesting 


modern gadgets is the re- 
sponsive double. Invented by 
Dr. F. Field-Reid of Dania. 
Fla., and expanded by Alvin 
Roth of New York and oth- 
ers, 
it is a fine weapon for 


experts—although they even 
may go wrong with it. 


The basic idea is that when 


an opening-suit bid is fol- 
lowed by an overcall or 
takeout double and a raise 
by partner there is no real 
opportunity for an immedi- 
ate business d o u b l e and 
therefore the d o u b l e by 
fourth 
hand 
merely asks 


partner to bid. 


North's double of two dia- 


monds is a perfect example 
of this bid. He hoped his part- 
ner can bid a major suit, but 
is able to stand a club bid if 
South has a one-suit hand. 


East's jump to three no- 


trump was a really fine bid. 
He would make it easily, but 
after the responsive double 
there was no way to shut 
South out. South bid four 
spades and had no trouble 
making it after 
everyone 


passed. 


This time the responsive 


double 
wasn't 
necessary. 


North could have bid two 
spades, whereupon S o u t h 
would have raised hirn to 
game. 


However, if North were 


declarer at four spades there 
is a good chance that he 
would have been set. East 
would be on lead and might 
play his singleton ace of 
clubs. After that it would be1 
a simple matter to put West 
in by leading a low diamond, 
whereupon West would give 
his partner a club ruff.

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Printing Bids Challenged 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


apparent low bid on four state 
printing contracts may be dis- 
qualified because the firm sub- 
mitting the bid inadvertently 
failed to sign copies of general 
provisions that accompany each 
contract. 


Several major printing firms 


are demanding that bids sub- 
mitted 
by 
International 


Graphics Inc. of Little Rock be 
thrown out on the technicality. 


Secretary of State Kelly Bry- 


ant has delayed awarding the 
four contracts. He awarded 27 
other printing contracts Tues- 
day, bringing to 57 the number 
he has approved. Twelve con- 
tracts remain. The contracts are 
for various state agencies dur- 
ing the next two years. 


Gov. Dale Bumpers asked 


Atty. Gen. Ray Thornton for an 
opinion on whether International 
Graphics' bids were defective 
and Thornton replied late Tues- 
day that the bids apparently 
were valid. Thornton said that 
unless there was a valid regula- 


tion establishing a requirement 
that signatures be on the gen- 
eral provisions sheet, Interna- 
tional Graphics' bids should not 
be thrown out. 


William D. Gaddy, adminis- 


trator of the state Purchasing 
Division, and Bryant said they 
knew of no such written require- 
ment for the signatures. 


H. Maurice Mitchell, an attor- 


ney for International Graphics, 
said that if his client did not 
receive the contracts and they 
went to the next lowest bidders 
"a reasonable estimate of the 
increase in printing costs to 
the state of Arkansas would be 
in excess of $50,000." 


Bryant still maintained that 


International Graphics' bids 
were incomplete. 


"We've had that (the signing 


of the general provision sheets) 
for as long as I've been in this," 
he said. "They've been thrown 
out for at least the last 12 
years."

Twelve Charges 
Against Sheriff 
Are Dismissed 


MARION, Ark. (AP)—Circuit 


Court Judge John S. Mosby 
Tuesday dismissed 12 of the 56 
embezzlement charges against 
Crittenden County Sheriff Mari- 
on Thomas. 


Thomas was on trial here for 


allegedly embezzling more than 
$34,000 in county funds. The re- 
maining 44 charges against the 
sheriff total $20,760. 


Five of the charges dismissed 


by Mosby involved Thomas' 
dealings with Southland Racing 
Corp. of West Memphis and the 
other 
seven 
were dismissed 


when the defense contended that 
Pros. Atty. Gerald 
Pearson 


failed to present evidence on 
those charges. 


Thomas took the stand in his 


own defense Tuesday afternoon. 
He said he had never intention- 
ally taken money from the coun- 
ty-"I've tried in all seriousness 
to be as good a sheriff as I 
could for Crittenden County," 
Thomas said. 


Thomas also testified that he 


had not instructed Farrior's 
Inc., a Little Rock uniform and 
policy supply firm, to make 
fradulent invoices or to avoid 
sending bills for actual clothing 
purchases made from Schneid- 
er's Ind., a North Little Rock 
clothing store. 


The state has contended that 


fraudulent invoices were made 
up by Farrior's and the county 
was acutally charged for cloth- 
ing purchased by Thomas at 
Schneider's. 


The prosecution has presented 


records which they contend 
show Thomas bought 63 shirts, 
seven suits, 10 pairs of slacks, 
eight pairs of shoes, seven pairs 
of socks, six pairs of shorts, two 
hats, two ties, two raincoasts, 
two sweathers and a top coat 
with county funds during a 
three-year period.

U.S. Planes 
Dodge Enemy 
Missiles 


SAIGON (AP) — American 


fighter-bombers 
dodged sur- 


face-to-air missiles, exchanged 
fire with an antiaircraft battery 
and attacked a radar station in 
a flareup of the air war along 
the border between North Viet- 
nam and Laos, military spokes- 
man reported today. 


The U.S. Command 
said 


there 
were 
three incidents 


Tuesday about 25, 80 and 90 
miles north of the demilitarized 
zone. There was no damage to 
U.S. aircraft, and results of the 
U.S. attacks were not known, a 
communique said. 


The U.S. strikes raised to 87 


the number of air attacks on 
North Vietnamese territory this 
year. 


The U.S. Command gave this 


account of the three incidents: 


1. Three Navy A7 jets were 


bombing the Ho Chi Minn trail 
on the Laotian side of the bor- 
der 10 miles southwest of the 
Ban Karai pass when two 37- 
foot SAMs were fired at them 
from across the border. The pi- 
lots spotted the missiles and 
evaded them. 


2. An Air Force RF4 photo 


plane checking on the supply 
buildup on the North Vietnam- 
ese side of the border 19 miles 
northeast of the Mu Gia pass 
was fired on by an antiaircraft 
gun. Two F4 fighter-bombers 
escorting the photo plane bomb- 
ed the AA battery, but it was 
not known what damage they 
did. 


3. Another Navy A7 bomber 


pilot on the Laotian side of the 
border seven miles southeast of 
the Mu Gia pass detected from 
his electronic equipment that a 
radar site nine miles north of 
the pass, on the North Vietnam- 
ese side of the border was 
tracking him preparatory to fir- 
ing. 
The flier fired first but 


didn't know if his missile hit 
the radar. 


It was the second time in 


four days that SAMs were fired 
on U.S. jets. As the United 
States steps up its air attacks 
on the Ho Chi Minn trail in an 
attempt to slow the North Viet- 
namese supply push south dur- 
ing the current dry season, the 
North Vietnamese are increas- 
ing their attacks to defend the 
trail. 


Meanwhile, official 
sources 


disclosed that the South Viet- 
namese government is planning 
another big prisoner release in 
an effort to get Hanoi to free 
American prisoners. 


The sources said both North 


Vietnamese 
and 
Viet 
Cong 


would be freed during Christ- 
mas, New Year's and the Tet 
celebration of lunar new year 
in mid-February. 


The Saigon government will 


also announce cease-fires for 
the three holidays, the sources 
said. The Viet Cong already 
has declared three-day cease- 
fires for Christmas and New 
Year's and four days for Tet. 


The number of prisoners to 


be freed has not yet been deter- 
mined, the sources reported. 
But the Saigon newspaper Xay 
Dung said the government is 
considering releasing about 3,- 
000 North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong and granting amnesty to 
another 5,000 Viet Cong during 
the three holidays. This would 
be the biggest POW release of 
the war if carried out. 


The United States is believed 


prodding the South Vietnamese 
government to initiate prisoner 
releases in hopes of getting 
North Vietnam to respond by 
freeing American POWs
